On Saturday, tho,city of Manila was sur-

The Attorney General said—I propose 
the second reading of the Bill entitled ap 
Ordinance for the establishment’ of vaca- 
tions in the Supreme Court. Your Excel- 
lewoy has alrondy apokon strongly on ‘tho 
neevusity for places of roloxation, but in 
order to enjoy these places of relaxation it 
is necessary to have timeite dé'so. (Hear, 
hear). ‘There is a certain clasa of mon whe 
aro really being hard worked—(laughter,

Supremé Court2-TE hag long buena matter 
cof surprise tg mic. thi tt Hongkong there 
have . boort’ ie “vadations in the Supreme 
Court. - I'am fev‘aware that such a state 
of things oxists inany of the other colonies. 
Mast assuredly it is not’ the case in Eng- 
land. In England there are four vacations 
in tho Supreme Court—the long vacation, 
which bogins on the 10th of Augnst and 
oxpires on the 24th of Ociober; the Christ- 
mas vacation, which begins‘on’ tho 24th 
of Decembor and oxpires on the oth of 
Jaunary; the Easter vacation, and the 
Whitsuntide vacation. First of all they have 
the long vacation of nearly two anda half 
moncha ; they have 14 days at Chriatimna, 
four or five daya at Easter, and threo or four 
days at Whitsuntide, In other words their 
vacationa oxtend over three months in tha 
year, and it is found‘a benefit to the pro- 
fession that it should bo so, that men should 
have seme sort of relaxation. In this co- 
lony in 1873, without going further back, 
an Urdinanco 12 of 1873—providing a vaca- 
tion ofstwo munths during August and 
September—was passed. In 1882, by an 
Ordinance passed in September of that 
year, this vacation was practically done 
away with in tot. It is no uso new going 
into the history of the passing of that Or- 
dinance, but we have had sinco that time 10 
years’ experience, and there seems to be an 
almost unanimous feeling among both 
branches of the profession that some vaca- 
tion should bo observed by the Supreme 
Court. The.old vacation of two months in 
August and September scems to have fol- 
lowed the English practice. We all know 
that August isa most delightful month in 
England. Tam‘not aware that August iso 
delightfirl month dither -in Hongkong or 
any of tho places adjaeent where you can 
go, and no doubt the preactico was found 
undesicable, The desire of the profession 
alao appears to be that the vacation should 
be one month instend of two--that it 
“should bo from the 20th September to 
the 17ti October. That. is a "cime of the 
year when persons who nesd relaxation 
would possibly go to Japan to enjoy them- 
selves. This mornin; T receiv a" letter

rogatd to this matter. This has fot given
